To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400 for the upkeep of the Town 
Truck. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1.500 to repay a bank loan of 
similar amount.

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate $212.50 for Town Road Aid and the State 
will contribute $1,416.66.

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $120 insurance on the Town 
Truck. 


To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,000 for Old Age Assistance. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $20 for the maintenance of the 
Town Library. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will raise and 


appropriate the sum of $60 for the maintenance of the 
Town Cemeteries. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5 for the decoration of Sol- 


diers’ graves on Memorial Day. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to 
hire the Canaan Fire Department for services in case 
of fires in Orange. And to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100 for this purpose. Said $100 to be placed 
in the “Orange Fire Fund.” 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to 
taise and appropriate the sum of $100 for the Orange 
Auxiliary Fire Department. Said $100 to be placed 


in the “Orange Fire Pump Fund.” 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of 


taxes to pay necessary town charges. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen and Deeding Agent to admin- 
ister or dispose of any real estate acquired through 


Tax Collector’s Deeds in the town.
